That there is reason for optimism 


m the part of Florida citrus grow- 
ers over the marketing prospects for 
next season is the belief of A. B. 
Michael* of Wabasso, well known- In- 
dian river citrus grower and regional 
vice president of>the American Fruit 
Growers, Inc. Mr. Michael has just 
returned from attending the national 
aop e convention in St. Louis, which 
brought together the fruit and pro- 
duce handlers from all sections of the 
country. 


Mr. Michael fully confirms the op- 


timistic reports by Frank L. Skelly, 
and in coiroboration cites detailed 
nformation which was gathered at 
:he convention, and which supports 
.his belief. To begin with, the Cali- 
iocnia valencias, which arc now mov- 
nig, are short as to quantity corn-- 
pared with the same time last season. 
There remains to be moved by the 
m ddlc of October only about one- 
half the amount of valeneias which 
were on hand at this date a year ago. 
In addition, the Florida men say that 
the quality o! these as arriving 'in 
the markets is noi nearly so good as 
was that of the previous season.

proparbly will bugin to move from the 
m'ddle. of 'November to '{he -first of 
December,
